Two weeks ngo Mrs. McAfee saw the 


moving picture, the plot or" which, she 
though, corresponded in a measure with 
the hidden story of her life. From that 
day, her relatives say, she began to 
worry and weep. 
She summoned her 


relatives today and confessed that she 
ha'd 'been responsible . for the .violent 
death of her husband in Ireland in 1002 
and that it.was preying, on her mind. 
She said she would never know another 
moment's peace unless she returned to 
Ireland and suffered for. her act. 
; She Rays tliat 'she was jealous of her 
husband and brought about his death 
in such a way that seemed accidental. 
Then she disposed of his property and 
cjiinn to th.c 'United States. 
She lived 


in the north until two years ago, when 
she. came to Macon, where she has a. 
sister and other relatives who are prom- 
inent. 
Physicians, while not discredit- 


ing Mrs. McAfee's confess.ion, say re- 
morse has affected her mind.

Thirteen Articles as Basis. 


Thirteen separate article* constitute 


the basis fur the impeachment trial. 
These embrace dealings between Judge 
Arehbald and railroad officials and oth- 
ers in regard to Pennsylvania coal or 
"culm'' dumps and coal lands; contribu- 
tions by attorneys and others to the 
judge's vacation trip to Europe in 191"; 
reputed "secret" correspondence by the 
judge with ti railroad attorney concern- 
ing ft pending case; and alleged 
at- 


tempts to have notes payable to Judge 
Arrhbaid discounted by attorneys and 
litigants before his court. 


In prcstfatinft the case to the house 


Representative Clayton said that his 
judiciary committee was of opinion that 
Judge Archibald's "sense of moral re- 
sponsibility had become deadened" and 
that he had "prostituted his high office 
for 
pemonal 
profit."

His at- 
li>rneyi took the position that it was 
not ;; crime for a federal judge to be- 
come int'Tw.ted in nn attempt to pur- 
chase property from one who was or 
might lipcomo a litiffant before hi« court. 
They declared that -no attempt 
was 


made to got tho property for less than 
ils fair value. 


Another prominent charge was that 


Judge Archbald undertook for a consid- 
eration to assist fleorge H. Watson, an 
attorney of Rcrnnton, Pa., to settle a 
reparation suit brought hy the Marion 
Coal company against the Delaware, 
Lnrkawanna and Western Railroad com- 
pany, and to sell for C. G. Boland and 
\V. P. Boland. a large portion of the 
stock of the Marion Coal company to 
the railroad. In his answer Judge Arch- 
rmld declared he acted in this matter 
merely as a friend of Wataon and C. G. 
Boland. without ever having received a 
suqgc.ition of compensation. 


In response to every charge attorneys 


for Judge Archbald replied that the 
acts charged did not constitute an im- 
penchnblc offense, or a high crime or 
misdemeanor, ag defined in -the-consti- 
tution.

ber I). The work1 of the commission 


- beats evidence of careful research and 
jconscientious consideration. The need of 
vocational education is so generally con- 
ceded that argument as to its desirabil- 
ity is hardly necessary. 
Many impor- 


tant details, however, need close atten- 
tion.—a fact that the commission seen™ 
to appreciate thoroughly. The spirit in 
•which the members hare 
gone about 


their work is commendable, and their 
recommendations 
are bound, to 
hare 


weight, whatever modifications may be 
found necessary before, final actio'n is 
taken. 


The legislative bill as outlined by 


the /commission recommends that the 
various school authorities establish vo- 
cttional—trade and agricultural—depart- 
ments, or' schools as the need is felt, 
granting the power to levy for the sup- 
port thereof a tax not to exceed 10 cents 
on each $100 of taxable property. In 
addition there would be assistance from 
the state and certain changes in the 
»t»te board ar.d the school system in 


• general in order to square all movements 


to. the new order of. things. Other rec- 
ommendations are: 
That children be- 


tween the ages of 14 and 16 years be 
required to attend school unless em- 
ployed regularly. That every child go- 
ing to work obtain a certificate show- 
ing that he is of the required age and 
tfctt he has completed the fifth grade or 
!t§ equivalent. That boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16, 'now em- 
ployed, be allowed to retnrn to day

It is one that appeals 
alike to idealistic humanitarian senti- 
ments, to the dictates of sound policy 
and strategy, and to legitimate com- 
mercial aims." 


The president 
adds 
that "because 


modern diplomacy is commercial, there 
has been a disposition in some quarter* 
to attribute to it none but materialistic 
aims." 


"How strikingly erroneous is such an 


impression may be seen from a study 
of the results by which the diplomacy 
of the United States can.be judged," 
says the president. 


He mentions the arbitration treaties 


with France and Great ritain, which 
failed of 
confirmation 
in the senate; 


the successful tripartite mediation of 
the Argentine Republic. Brnjil and the 
United States, between Peru and Ecua- 
<!<•; the arbitration of the Panama- 
Costa boundary dispute; the interven- 
tion between Haiti and the Dominican 
republic on /the verge of war, the sup- 
pression of the 
Nlcaraguan war. the 


halting of internecine strife in Honduras, 
the adjustment of the celebrated Tacna- 
Africa dispute between Peru and Chile, 
and the 
adjustment of the Peruvian- 


Ecuadorian boundary issue. 


•>. Basing of Tension. 


In consequence of these things, says 


the president, there has been a general 
casing of international tension on the 
west coast of South America. 
He also 


adds that the diplomacy of the United 
States is active in seeking to assuage 
the remaining ill-feeling between this 
country and Colombia. ' 


Taking up some of the details of the 


year's diplomatic work, the president re- 
fers with expressions of pride to China, 
where "the policy of encouraging finan- 
cial investment to enable that country 
to help itself has had the result of giv- 
ing new life am' practical application 
to the open-door policy." 
The consist- 


ent purpose has been to encourage the 
use of American capital in China, says 
the president, to promote the reforms to 
which that country it pledged by treaty 
with the United States and other pow- 
ers. 
There hai been a vigorous • asser- 


tion alto, he says, of the equal right 
of the United States 'to a voice in all 
questioni pertaining to China, loans and 
developments. 


Makes Direct Charge. 


President 
Taft 
makes 
the 
direct 


charge that the terrible events recorded 
in Nicaragua recently, the useless loss 
o^life, the devastation of property, the 
bombardment of the principal cities, the 
killings and the tortures and suffering, 
"might have been averted liad the/de- 
partment of state, through the approval 
of the loan convention by the senate, 
been permitted to carry out its well 
developed policy." 


"In Central America the aim has been 


to help such countries as Nicaragua and 
Honduras 
to 
help themselves," says 


President Taft. 


While they are the immediate bene- 


ficiaries, the profit to the United States 
is two-fold, he adds. The Monroe, doc- 
trine is more vital in the neighborhood 
of the Panama, canal, and such countries 
should be relieved of the jeopardy of 
heavy foreign debts likely to provoke in- 
ternational complications. 


The financial rehabilitation of these 


countries by American bankers and the 
protection of their customs houses from 
being the prey of would-be dictators, 
says the president, would remove the 
menace of foreign creditors and revolu- 
tionary 
disorder. 
Furthermore, 
the 


United States would profit largely in 
a business way thrdugh the development 
of. the great natural resources of Cen- 
tral America.

New Neutrality Laws. 


Commending the successful results of 


the application of the new. neutrality 
laws to Mexico and other troubled coun- 
aries the president suggests that means 
be found in addition to prevent the pro- 
fessional 
revolutionaries 
from making 


American ports "foci" for revolutionary 
intrigue. He reiterates his determina- 
tion- to adhere in the case of Mexico to 
the "patient policy of non-intervention, 
steadfast recognition of"constituted au- 
thority, and the exertion of every effort 
to protect American interests."

Fond du Lac to learn how she might 
obtain her one^third of the estate. 


Her name was mentioned in the newt-

been under her new name she had won 
a reputation in her new work. 
From 


an ordinary hospital nurse she had en-

They lived in a beautiful home on the 
main street of Sofia, a residence owned 
by the young woman. Both were social 
favorite and often entertained a small 
group of select society folks of the cap- 
ital.

Russian woman of alluring beauty: Ru- 
mors came. to. Mme. KovofTs ears.' The 
slighted wife tried to bring her recre- 
:anjt husband back to her through jeal- 
ousy.

.she flirted with an attache.of a foreign 
legation in Sofia.

band, despite his notorious infatuation 
for the Russian, closed/ to the young 
wife when gossip said she was too in- 
terested in the young attache.

known scientists attached to the staff 
of the institution. 


This work has received a, fresh im- 


petu.-.wrfhta.the last.few days through 
the news which comes from Europe of 
the finding of another skull of-primitive 
man 
corresponding to the Heidelberg 


type. On this account the series of lec- 
ture, on "The Antiquity of Man" be- 
gun recently by Prof. Henry Fairfield 
Osborn, the presided "of the museum; 
for members, is regarded as of unusua 
interest. 


Prof. George Grant MacCurdy of Yale 


university, on December 4 will deliver 
tne second lecture, which is entitled 
Evidences of Man's Origin, Develop- 
raent and Culture inthe 
Old World!" 


Most.of the remains of primitive man 
known have been found in restricted 
areas m tins country and in Europe. Re- 
cently Egypt has contributed, some sic- 
nifleant mossils, and it is believed that 
before many years Asia, which hag by 
traditjon been called the cradle of the 
human race, will be explored from the 
point of view of the anthropologist. , 


mere has accumulated at the'Ameri- 


can Museum of Natural History a <rreat 
quantity of material'which now is un- 
dergoing analysis and study. 
Anatom- 


ically there are many points of resem- 
blance between the man and the ape' 
Science has not as yet shown when tEe 
type called man made the transition 
Irorn the animal to the human. The 
remarkable human "skull of Ohapell*-- 
aux-Saints, described by Prof. Mareelin 
Boule, of the Paris museum, who r«-~ 
gards it as belonging to the same type 
as the Heidelberg m»n, is one "of the 
exhibits which uphold the Darwinian 
theory of the descent of man. 


One of the most important contribu- 


tions to history of man was the paper 
read by Dr. G. Elliott Smith before the 
recent meeting of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
Dr 


Smith regards the pen-tailed shrew as 
the living representative. of the more 
primitive 
mammals 
from which the 


lemurs, monkeys, apes and in turn man 
have been evolved. Man born of woman 
has reached his present development 
through many stages, if his ancestor 
was nothing much but an insect-eating", 
mouselike animal which hung around on 
trees and became the progenitor of nu- 
merous species. This conclusion is based 
partly on -the studies of Dr. Smith and 
partly on those of 
Profs. Leche and 


Carllson, of Stockholm, and of W. K. 
Gregory, who 
is connected with the 


American Museum of Natural History. 
The facts and theories concerning the 
ancestry of mnn have been tabulated 
by Dr. W. T>. Matthew for the current 
issue of the Journal of the Museum 
Prof. Nels C. Nelson, of the staff of the 
institution, is soon to deliver a'lecture 
in which he will explain recent discov- 
eries in archaeology. 


The museum is now having studies 


made of fossils of the Eocene formation 
brought together in the last ten years 
under the direction of Professor Gran- 
ger.

The reason for the Hellenic 


objection to any such submission to the 
desires of the Ottoman representatives 
is not far to seek, according to thu 
opinion expressed in diplomatic circles. 
It ig pointed out that it is obvious that 
if the Bulgarians sacrifice the ultimate 
possession of Adrianople in the inter- 
ests of general peace they will expect 
their allies to share their sacrifice, and 
the only way in which this can be done 
is to give Bulgaria compensation in the 
shape of

Greeks, Servians and Montenegrins and 
which they had staked out for them- 
selves.
